BODIES UN ICE. 


Does tlio Vudertaker'a Ice-box Freeze the 


LlTo Out of Docile* that Might Be 


Iteituoitated. 


Philadelphia News. 


The question of placing the bodies of 


supposed dead persons upon ice imme- 
diately after death, or presumed death, 
is just now being discussed apropos of 
the case of the Montreal man, who, the 
other day, kicked tho lid from his coffin 
while the earth was falling upon it. 


"The modern custom, introduced by 


the undertakers, of putting bodies oil 
ice," said a prominent physician to a 
Neun reporter, "immediately after sup- 
poeed death, and often before there is 
official proof of the extinction of the vi- 
tal spark, while it is entirely unneces- 
sary, and simply a disgraceful device tor 
making exorbitant undertaker's fees out 
of the surviving friends of the deceased, 
is also attended with the most serious 
risk of freezing to death one who may 
simply be in a trance or in a state of sus- 
pended animation. There have been 
some instances where there was every 
reason to believe that if proper means 
had been employed for resuscitation, 
instead of resorting to this heartless and 
outrageous practice, life, which in these 
cases was only temporarily suspended, 
might have been revived. 


"The undertaker's shallow pica that 


bodies cannot be preserved from morti- 
fication unless they are immediately put 
away in ice, is refuted by tbe fact thai it 
takes twelve hours for uniuiul life to 
leave the body after death mid before 
decomposition can set in, while in the 
majority of eases a body can be preserv- 
ed two or three days, and in moder- 
ate ly cool weather as' long «s u week, 
before dtsairrcc'ible ctlectH become no- 
ticeable. But without proper medical 
education, and tbe sordid anxiety to 
make an exorbitant fee, the indecent 
practice hns become nlmont general with 
undertakerH. 


"Theie arc three stages in the process 


of decomposition of the human body. 
On the first day the features and tlie 
flesh are sunken 111 and the pallid shade 
of death is very ghastly. On the second 
day there is an improved look in every 
respect, and the remains Ijse a part, of 
the pallor of the first duy. On the third 
day the flesh becomes full again, the 
skin clears up and the natural hue of 
life returns to a degree (hat is almost 
startling in some cases. At the end of 
thia period discoloration sets in, com- 
mencing about the abdomen, and decom- 
position does its work with great rapidi- 
ty rf the weather be warm. 
" "Discoloration and the subsequent de- 
composition arc, after all, the on'y real 
and conclusive evidences of death," mid 
Dr. Thomas 11. Andrews, "and without 
these indications 1 would hesitate, if I 
was under oath, before I could swear 
positively that life was extinct. Of 
course, there «re various ways of arriv- 
ing at a reasonable conclusion in the 
matter, among them berhg the mirror 
test, which consists of holding a Bpotles-s 
mirror to the mouth of the body, and on 
whic.li tho tail test respiration would be 
recorded; but even that test is not infalli- 
ble." 


'•This custom," said Dr. Andrews, "of 


covering ihe bodies with ice is u scan- 
dalous practice, which the JBourd of 
Ilcaltli and tbe law should take meas- 
ures to prevent. The very idea of put- 
ting bodies ou ice while they are still 
warm, before they have time to cool 
naturally, and In ezinp them stiff, and 
beyond all possible recovery, is revolt- 
ing, while ihc mere sight ot the mortu- 
ary box and of pounded ice and the tub 
to'eateh the drippings us these, things 
arc taken from tin' undertaker's Wagon 
in front of a residence is enoujili to 
shock any one. I 
remember while 1 


was engaged no coroner's physician, 
where in many cas.es I have had to clear 
away not less I ban a bucketful of broken 
ice to get at the body U> m,,k3 an exami- 
nation, and it \vin then fVoi.eu so stitf 
that the (peration was attended with 
uoni-ideruble diUiculty. 1 tiiu opixteed 
to the practice for many reasons and re- 
fuse to have it carried out in every case 
tb.it comes under my notice. A "mem- 
ber of my family died last May, and nl- 
though the weather was moderately 
warm I kept the body in the house over 
u week, in excellent condition, without 
emuloying anything to 
preserve it. 


There is no necessity for ice, tho body 
may always be kept a few day; before 
martiliei'.tion sets in. When this mani- 
fests its"lf, and there is a desire In keep 
the body in the house a few days longer, 
a small pan of ice set on the pit of tlio 
stomach and a blinht injection of cai bolic 
acid in the nostrils, will preserve it sev- 
eral davs longer, but ice should never 
bo used until tbe indications of death 
are positive, and the first sign of decom- 
position is the only positive proof of 
that. 


"How ure the bodies of dissecting 


subjects pretervfd?" Dr. Andrews was 
asked. 


"Well, in medical colleges we have a 


wny of preserving bodied for an indefi- 
nite period by an injection of a saturated 
solution of chlorate of zinc, composed of 
one part of the chlorate to six quarts of 
water, which is injected into an incision 
in the carotid artery, riinmmr along the 
right side of the neck. The solution 
penetrates every pnrt of the body, and 
when it is completely saturated with it 
the remains will keep for a great many 
years, liefore chlorate of zinc came into 
use wo kept subjects in barrels tilled 
with alcohol, but there is considerable 
wasted iulhis which is entirely avoided 
by the use of the chlorate, while it is 
al'bo tbe only thiiii that will destroy the 
poison of u dead body. There is one 
drawback to it, however, in that it des- 
troys the color of the mut-'cles, giving the 
b..dy a putty tint, and makes the flesh 
tough nnd leathery. Some physicians 
on these accounts, prefer hydrate of 
chloral, out it neither preserves the body 
effectually nor destroys the fatal poison. 
Dr. \V. \V. Keene once came to me and 
borrowed the body of lleidenbliu, who 
was hung for murder some years aeo; 
Dr. Keene used tho hydrate of chloral 
on the subject, but wli'cn it was returned 
to me about five weeks afterward, de- 
composition had already set in. 


"The chlorate of zinc saturates the 


body so completely that, after an injec- 
tion, should a toe be cut off, tho solution 
would rush out of it as from u sponge. 
Suu.ecls for the dissecting table are hrst 
injected with the solution, after which 
they are packed in barrels filled with 
a strong t'in'i; in this way they may be 
kept for ytur.9, ami when wanted they 
are taken out, the hair cut short, and 
after they arc cleaned up an injection of 
red-lead and plaster of paris iu given the 
body, which enters every artery, a.ul, 
hardening, enables tho student to trace 
them through every part of the body. 
Abraham Lincoln was embalmed with 
the chlorate of rnc, and tlie body is as 
well preserved now as it was on the day 
of his burial. Jimmio Taylor, the jani- 
tor of Jefferson College, had bodies in 
the cellar of that building that were 25 
years old, and still in good condition for 
dibsecting purposes." 


Dan Bice an a Lecturer. 


Dan Rice, the veteran showman, ap- 


pears to be succeeding in his new role 
as a lecturer, and to be drawing good 
houses. The Evansville, Ind., JWiunc 
of recent date has tho following iu re- 
gard to the e.x-showinan'e recent career: 
"Col. Dan Eice returned to-day from 
Boonville. where he lectured last night 
to a good house. On Wednesday night 
he had a lino house at New Harmony, 


where he opened his batteries on Beech- 
er, Wendell Phillips and Ingersoll. He 
made a scathing reply to Beecher's char- 
acterization of Jesus as 'iv bastard Jew' 
and 'a very ordinary carpenter.1 Ho 
told how. in 1846, ho had replied to Wen- 
dell Phillips in Salem, Mass., and the 
announcement drew a vast crowd to 
Welch's circus. In regard to Ingersoll, 
he guid the colonel had BO thoroughly 
studied his subject* that he thoroughly 
believes them, and H had now become a 
mania with him to attack established 
beliefs. The spirit of speculation, he 
»aid, probably entered into his motives 
also, and he was realizing that part of 
his object. Col. Rice is enthusiastic in 
hie praise of New Harmony and its peo- 
ple.

The Oneida Community seemH to be 


fulfilling its recent announcement of the 
abolition of the mixed murriace system 
and its adoption of the inonogamic rela- 
tion. 
JCiglit wedding ceremonies have 


already been performed, and those who 
married previous to entering tho com- 
munity are again living exclusively to- 
gether. About eighty couules are yet 
single., but of these a number are young, 
and are required by their parents to 
wait for greater maturity. Others may 
not marry at all. Uirlft are not married 
without the consent of their parents, nor 
were young women under tbe old eoni- 
ulex marriage system, married without 
their sanction. The number of young 
persons of both sexes in the community 
who have not married is much greater 
than is generally supposed. The tend- 
ency toward moiiogainic marria(;i) htts 
been growing in (ho community for 
years, The late pressure by the Metho- 
dist clergy against complex marriages 
simply hastened, in the opinion of the 
members, what would ultimately have 
occurred. The functionary who links 
the couples is an Kpiscopal minister who 
has for lilteen years been a member of 
tin1 community. Every wedding is cele- 
brated with a due allowance of grooms 
and bridesmaids. Every couple bus had 
the advantage of knotting each other 
thoroughly 
by 
lung 
acquaintance. 


Thinking members say, that as one in- 
novation 
generally 
follows 
another, 


wages will probably soon be paid for 
labor, and opportunities will thus bo af- 
forded for wiving money for purpo es of 
travel. 
Under the communistic system 


thin pleasure can hu enjoyed only by n 
few who may be noil abroad to gain in- 
struction to be u--ed for the Community'n 
benefit. To the imijowly communism' h- 
a despotism. 


No one fancies that the Oneida Com- 


munity will soon be dissolved. Tbe ad- 
vantages of social enjoyment and 
free- 


dom Irom pecuniary care are not forgot- 
ten. Neither w.iild dissolution now be 
feasible. The untiro property of the 
community, with that of its branch in 
Wallingford, Conn., would, it is estimat- 
ed, sell for at least half a million, and 
this, if divided among the ,'iUO members, 
would t-'ive them only $l,(iu'0 apiece. 
Furthermore, the Community would be 
required to return, without interest, a 
large sum to tho.-'e who invested money 
on entering. The Community owns 110 
property beyond what is invested in ils 
lands, stocks, residences, imlltumd other 
structures. The Oneida domain com- 
prises UOU acres, and that of Wallingford 
300; bath having valuable water power. 
Prominent among their industries are 
the makimr »f plated ware, silk, chains 
and traps, and the canning of iruits and 
vegetables. These have been more or 
less prosperous since their initiation, 
but ure now especially so. Outside la- 
bor is largely employed upon all. Fur- 
nishing luncheon tn visitors in no insig- 
nificant branch of profit. During the 
summer these sometime reach a thous- 
and a day. The only unprofitable in- 
dustry has been that of the printing 
ollice wherein works explanatory of the 
Community's theological 
and sexual 


doctrines Have been uublished for about 
thirty years. The Community was for- 
merly under the control of John V. 
Noyes, its founder, but is now governed 
by a comrrii' ce of ten men and ten wo- 
men, who ("..sidcr all questions arising, 
and direct :ii!'jus.ii. .-is. Any marriages 
contemplate.', are :i mounced to them, 
but their control o\cr theso is only ad- 
visory. The wishes of Mr. JSoyes, 
though still potent, are not often ex- 
pressed, juid be leaves the committee, in 
his advanced ye.tw, to rule without in- 
lerferencc.

vociferously plead for a STRONG gov- 
ernment and a STBONO MAN at the 
head of it, which sentiment was re- 
ceived with yells and shrieks of delight 
by the Grant men. 
After 
he got 


through, the telegraphic reports inform 
ua the anti-Grant men got the start of 
the machine upon the question of how 
the delegates to Chicago should be 
chosen. So far as tha motion was con- 
cerned it was that tlte delegates be 
chosen from congressional districts. 
The machine very promptly offered a 
substitute that selection be made by 
congressional districts, subject to the 
approval of the convention. This gave 
both sides a chance to fire off speeches. 
The aggressive Foster was the first to 
do so, and he with great eloquence an- 
nounced that Iiis 
district was for 


Blaine, first, last and forevtr. This 
was tho lirst mention of the Maine 
scnatoi's name and it was received 
with cheers and an enthusiasm that 
quite astonished BUine's most enthu- 
s'ustic friends, 
The half of the con- 


vention and the galleries yelled like 
mad for live minutes. The other side 
mentioned Grant and Conkling and 
there was another five minutes of 
cheering. This all ended in the adop- 
tion of the Conkling substitute. 


In tho afternoon session, when the 


platlonn had been read,-in which tho 
delegates were instructed to.vote for 
Grant in the national convention, a 
motion was made by Mr. Foster that 
Blaine's name be substituted, and this 
was amended so aa to provide that the 
delegation should not be instructed- 
This was the tost vote in tlte conven- 
tion. It was the critical moment, and 
at that instant Senator Conkling arose 
and delivered ,i nppecli full of siirccisiii 
toward those who opposed him, full of 
Grant and the third term, and <>f ex- 
cuses and pretexts fot the third term. 
It was one of the "greatest tffoilaof 
his life," indeed, and it had its effect 
Tho Giant men had been proudly 
claiming over one hundred majority. 
Tho enthusiastic Blaine men had on- 
ceded that a laigu working majority 
was against them, but as the roll-call 
progressed Blairo developed astonish- 
ing strength and the Grant managers 
began to hustle uroiiiul to lill the places 
of some delegates who had started for 
home under tho supposition that eveiy 
thing had been safely fixed. When 
the result was announced, 180 for the 
amendment or against Grant, and J17 
against or for Grant, the Blaine men 
entered nn heartily into the applause 
over their victory as did the Conkling 
men over their own. Tho majority 
was so much smaller than had been 
expected, that the opposition were 
(lushed with renewed hope of beating 
Grant iu Chicago. But for the stealing 
of the votes of tho contested delega- 
tions the result would have been 
against the machine, and it la more 
than probable that tho convention 
would have 
instructed for Blaine, 


Outside New York and Brooklyn the 
republicans wore largely for Blaiue. 
The result convinced the machine that 
they could not carry out the pro- 
gramme of excluding from the dele- 
gation Blaine men when the choice of 
the districts was reported to the con 
vention. It had been intended to do 
tliis. It was abandoned, however. The 
districts selected their own delegates, 
and Roscoe Conk1 ing and Gov. Cornell 
were appointed among the delegates 
at large. 
The result is that of the 


seventy delegates at least twenty are 
pronounced Blaine men. The Blaine 
men are feoling very jubilant over the 
result, und assert that it knocks the 
Grant boom In the head. In fact Conk- 
ling had as narrow an escape at Utica, 
his own homo, as he had at Narragan- 
sett Pier, when Sprague's shot gun 
was levelled at him.
